With regard to the camera speed, there are two separate matters. When had no access 
to Zapruder's and when our local camera shop confirmed what 3 A. Barretl had written about 
24 fps. I did believe that was slow motion. But Barrett was wrong about the actual speed. 

But in talking what is wanted to be slow motion, it is filmed faster so that it will 
appear to ho slowed when projected. 

The FBI did not use Zapruder's camera in the reenactment. As you may recall th® 
result was that they were l/3 in their reconstruction, ^n seconcbyet! 

Henry Waaste told me those files hold no record of any Hall arrest. But I also in- 
terviewed both Hall and Seymour and they confirm that ^all was af rested. As he told me, 
because ox Ms ov/n carelessness when he had a trailer load of stuff for the mercenaries 
in Florida. 
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I have only a vague recollection of that Allan Dale matter, l tMnk he asked that

ignored the newspaper sketch and was along both 1J ouston and Elm, not along Main.
